‘Wilmington Farmer’ Asa Sheldon. 
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cut down Boston’s Pemberton Hill

If you were to search historical records for 
people who have reshaped the city of 
Boston, you would probably not. find the 
name of Asa Sheldon. But if you have ever 
taken the train to Boston, you have walked 
on land that he worked. 

Sheldon (1782-1870) fancied himself as a 
farmer. In fact, he wrote an autobiographi- 
cal sketch, titled “Wilmington Farmer.” But 
he was much more than a that; he was one 
of the foremost contractors of his time. 

Asa Sheldon (1788-1866) lived mostly in the 
19th Century and much of that in 
Wilmington. Born in Lynnfield, he came to 
Wilmington as a young man. He lived for a 
while at the Harnden Tavern. In 1815, he 
married Clarissa Eames, granddaughter of 
Col. Joshua Harnden. 

Much of Sheldon’s work was on the rail- 
roads. He built roadbed and several bridges 
for the Boston and Lowell Railroad, which 
opened in 1835. Patrick Jackson, the presi- 
dent of the railroad, told him he would never 
have to pay for a ride on the railroad as long 
as the stonework held good. Sheldon also 
built much of the Boston and Maine line that 
runs from Wilmington Junction to Boston, 
which opened in 1845. 

In 1835, Jackson contracted Sheldon to cut 
down the peak of Pemberton Hill. 

The area that became the city of Boston 
was originally a peninsula with three hills, 
really one large hill with three peaks, which 
became known ‘as Beacon Hill, Pemberton 
Hill and Mount Vernon. Of these, Beacon 
Hill was the highest, so named for its signal 
light. Pemberton Hill was slightly to its east, 
and Mount Vernon to the west. The street 
that runs alongside Boston Common, 
Tremont Street, took its name from there 
being three hills. 

Over time, people wanting level ground dug 
into the hillsides, undermining the higher 
ground. In 1811, Beacon Hill was cut down to 
a lower level to eliminate the danger of col- 
lapse. 

Not far away, though, was Pemberton Hill, 
also known as Cotton Hill. The area included 
the beautiful estate of Gardiner Greene, the 
son-in-law of artist John Singleton Copley. 
After Greene’s death in 1832, Jackson set 
about to buy the estate. He then contracted 
to have the area developed with greater den- 
sity and hired Sheldon to remove the top of 
the hill. He built a small park which he 
called Pemberton Square, and fashionable 
city homes were built. The area today would 
be between Government Center and the 


State House. For some time, the Suffolk 


County courthouse was there. Today, the 
high-rise John Adams Courthouse is at 
Pemberton Square.

Sheldon hired some 250 men and’ 126-bx 
carts. He wrote that he used oxen’ rathér 
than horses because the oxen could be sold 
later at a fair price, while horses would ‘eat 
too much and lose weight. Further, he ‘said, 
he could harness 12 oxen for what it would 
cost to harness one horse. 

Sheldon hauled the gravel to an area eat 
the Causeway Street, where Jackson built, a 
depot for the Boston and Lowell Railroad, 
The area comprised about eight acres, filled 
about 14 feet deep. The excavated area on 
the hill was about four acres, cut down, 55 
feet. 

Sheldon, wearing his tearster’s ~ frock; 
would circulate among the many spectators 
watching the job. 

“I understand that the man who has” taken 
this job has agreed to do it in six months; do 
you know if it is so?” saidone man. . = * 

“I understand he has,” said Sheldon, hot 
revealing that he was the contractor. — 

“Then he is a fool, let him be who he will. 
He can’t do it in three years, if he employs 
all the men and teams he can work on it.” 

Sheldon completed it in. exactly © ‘five 
months, on Oct. 5, 1835. 

To keep the oxen shod, he built a temipo- 
rary, blacksmith shop and hired two black- 
smiths, John S. Perry and Stephen Smith: 
Neighboring farmers learned of their’ work 
and brought their animals for shoeing. 
When the entire project was finished, 
Sheldon moved the blacksmith shop, 6 
Wilmington, and Perry along with it. It was 
placed on Woburn Street, on a spot “that 
became known as Perry’s Corner, and there 
it stood for about 100 years. 

Sheldon’s autobiography is in the 
Wilmington Memorial Library. It was repub- 
lished in paperback in 1988 as “ere 
Drover.”

Families and students, 
birders. and __ scientists, 
armed with binoculars, bird 
guides and checklists go out 
on ah ‘annual mission - often 
before dawn. 

Volunteers follow specified 
routes through a designated 
15-mile (24-km) diameter 
dréle,.. called the Count 
Circle, ‘counting every bird 
they: see or hear all day. It’s 
not just a species tally—all 
birds, ; are counted all day, 

iving an indication of the 
tofal , number of birds in the 
circle that day. Some people 
participate for a couple of 
at others all day all 


making an enormous contri- 
bution to conservation. 

Last year, there were more 
than 2,100 Christmas Bird 
Counts in North America 
with more than 60,000 CBC 
participants involved. Here 
in Massachusetts, there will 
be 33 CBC’s held this year. 
Audubon and other organi- 
zations use data collected in 
this longest-running wildlife 
census to assess the health 
of bird populations - and. to 
help, guide conservation 
action. 

The data collected by 
observers over the past cen- 
tury allow researchers, con- 
servation biologists, and 
other interested individuals 
to study the long-term 
health and status of bird 
populations across North 
America. When combined 
with other surveys such as 
the Breeding Bird Survey, it 
provides a picture of how the 
continent's bird populations 
have changed in time and 
space over the past hundred 
years. When the count 
began in the Reading area in 
1990, no Carolina wrens or 
Red-bellied woodpeckers 
were seen. Now, they are 
regularly recorded. These 
two birds are evidence of 
northward range expansion 
of these two species.

One of the EPA’s firidings 
was that trace amounts of N-

‘Positions and movements 
that seem so easy for you 
are really hard work for oth- 
ers.” 

Developing talent meant 
“taking practices back to the 
basic, fundamental level and 
working hard until it 
became second nature. 

“Skill-building is like a 
pyramid,” Magee said. “You 
have to get the basics down, 
and then go forward. I have 
seen a huge build-up from 
these girls.” 

Along with learning the 
game, it was important for 
the players to learn each 
other. This proved to be 
another difficulty, as Magee 
found that many of her play- 
ers’ natural shyness restrict- 
sed communication on and 
off the court, stunting 
“growth. 
» “One of the hardest parts 
‘was just getting them to 
knock off the shy thing,” 
Magee said. “It’s frustrating 
‘because it’s like they are 
getting in their own. Once 
you can get that confidence, 
you’re golden.” 

Magee found support in the 
-older players, who served as 
support for instructing 
freshman in how to truly 
evolve as a player. 

Sophomore Courtney 
MacDonald was a stand-out 
in this respect. 

“Courtney grew in terms of 
skill, but also in leadership,” 
Magee said. “She led by 
‘example, she communicated 
‘when there were problems. 
Tt was a huge help.” 

“The season really began to 
click into place in a rivalry 
game against Tewksbury. 
‘Watching her team stare 
down the Redmen, Magee 
could practically see the

: “It was amazing,” she said. 
“It was one of those turn-

Because the emphasis was 
placed on personal growth, 
even the team’s losses were 
occasions to learn. 

“They didn’t take the loss 
of their second game well,” 
said Sarvas. “And I could see 
that they were wanting to 
blame someone for why they 
didn’t win.

By the second 
week, the boys really had an 
understanding of what I 
expect from them.”

Sarvas is a recent arrival 
in Wilmington, having 
moved here from Ohio. 
Despite being involved in 
soccer his entire life, this 
season was his first as a 
coach. Just as he tried to 
teach the team to play above 
rash emotion, Sarvas found 
that he had to work to swal- 
low his player instincts to do 
what was best for the team. 

“It’s tough to have to stay 
neutral during a game,”

Freshmen Girls Soccer 
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coach Ray Robinson never 
knows what to expect with 
every new team that arrives 
at the start of the season.

With a team performing at 
such a dominant level, 
Robinson put the focus on 
working with individual 
players to make sure that all 
the necessary skills were in 
place for the players to 
make the jump to the JV and 
varsity levels in subsequent 
seasons.

It helped that many of the 
players on the team were 
earry-overs from the 2012 
season, when the Wildcats 
went undefeated for the sea- 
son. Having such a great 
foundation engendered a 
drive to win. 

“Those players enjoyed the 
success we had in 2012 and 
had the mentality in 2013 
that they simply did not want 
to lose,” said English. 
‘Having such a_ familiar 


‘crew to work with was a 


great benefit to English, who 
maintains her system from 
season to season, refining 
talent and mastering skills 
through repetition and trust. 

“I really don’t change the 
approach to a season,” said 
English. “It is structured 
and we work hard. I try to 
develop a level of trust with 
my players to show them 
that through hard work and 
mutual trust, they will see 
individual and group results. 
We try to break the game 
down in practice so that any- 
thing that happens in a game 
is familiar territory.” 

After losing their first 
game of the season, to great 
emotional distress on the 
part of those who recurred 
from the previous season. 
But English found that this 
early set-back only lit a fire 
in her players, propelling 
them to work even harder 
than ever before.

JV Football 


The Wilmington High 
School JV football team fin- 
ished their season with a 
final record of 4-6. Despite 
the losing record, coach 
Rich DeLucia had a great 
deal of pride in the way the 
team grew and improved 
over the course of the sea- 
son. 

“We have a good nucleus of 
kids on the team,” DeLucia 
said. 

The JV season featured a 
great deal of movement in 
the ranks, with players shift- 
ing from position to position 
in order to cover injuries and 
holes in the roster. DeLucia 
found that the young men on 
the team were very receptive 
to the changes, and willingly 
met any obstacle that the 
season presented them with. 

“They did whatever we 
asked of them,” DeLucia 
said.

Making things even more 
difficult was the lack of prac- 
tice time afforded to the JV 
team. Because of scouting 
assignments for the varsity, 
there was only a finite 
amount of time that could be 
devoted for the team itself to 
train. This was a_ huge, 
almost crushing workload, 
which greatly restricted the 
team. But the players did not 
let that stop them. 

“It takes a different kind of 
kid to do that,” DeLucia said. 
“That kind of workload is dif- 
ficult for anyone, let alone a 


15 year old young man.”* 

It fits with the core defini- 
tion of the JV team,’ which 
DeLucia views as being “‘the 
ultimate teammate.” 
Because the emphasis 1S 0 
placed more heavily on sup- 
porting the other levels, of 
the program, it leaves. little 
time for focus on the: JV 
team itself. But this is. ulti- 
mately something that’ is 
integral to the basic game of 
football. 

“Individual | accomplish- 
ment is always secondary. 
I’m not putting down other 
sports when I say that foot- 
ball is the ultimate team 
sport,” DeLucia said. 
“Football is the only team 
sport that you truly rely.on 
those other 11 on the field 
with you to succeed.” 

Beyond that, there is ‘also 
the physical reality that the 
players need some time to 
grow and develop. 

“Some of these kids just 
need to play football more,” 
DeLucia said. “In a little 
while these kids will all:be 
bigger and stronger and will 
do better in the weight room. 
It just takes time.” 1

-¢ Meads?” I asked Mr. Kelley. It 
turned out that this was just

2 hen he began to speak, I

**"small about Jon Meads. The 
"soft-spoken man was tough 
“and intelligent in more ways

vo After briefly speaking with 

Jon that night, we began 
.. @xehanging emails over the 
, -Sourse of two years. This was 

"_ destined to be a long-distance 

conversation with Meads, who 


lives in the Seattle suburb of 
Kirkland, Washington. Soon I 
would learn that Jon had been 
a speaker and a panelist at a 
number of computer-related 
conferences. He has also 
taught computer graphics at 
Portland State University and 
has lectured on user interface 
concepts and techniques. He is 
currently semi-retired, but 
still a principal consultant for 
the company he founded, 
Usability Architects 
Incorporated. 

Meads, who turned 70 in 
August, is a dad to grown sons 
Nathan and Tim, and a devot- 
ed partner to Linda, his long- 
time girlfriend. Jon is also a 
rugby player, rodeo bull-rider, 
researcher, computer systems 
developer and mathematician. 
When taken at face value, this 
all seems to be an eclectic col- 
lection of interests and career 
choices. When Meads talks 
about his life, he sees every- 
thing as no big deal. Even his 
battle with prostate cancer is 
told rather matter-of-factly. 
What is ‘big’ about this small- 
er man is attitude. A winner 
keeps moving forward in life. 
Meads has never backed away 
from a challenge, even as 
recently as this year, when he 
came back from hip replace- 
ment surgery to play rugby 
again. 


“I never really thought 


I was a short person” 


“My height is 5’4” on a good 
day,” Meads jokes. “Although 
I’ve been kidded about my 
height since high school, I’ve 
never really thought that I 
was a short person. It wasn’t 
until I was in my mid-30’s that 
I realized that people my size 
were considered to be short. I 
don’t think that my height has 
changed much since high 
school, although my right leg 
seems a bit shorter since my 
hip operation. My weight has 
definitely changed. When I 
first went out for football in 
the ninth grade, I weighed less 
than 100 pounds. I kind of sur- 
prised everyone when I took 
down much bigger teammate 
Winston Fairfield during prac- 
tice. By my senior year at 
Wilmington High School, I 


*~ weighed about 123 pounds. The 


school had a boxing tourna- 
ment that year and they put 
me in the 130-pound weight 
division so that I wouldn’t be 
boxing against freshmen. I 
packed on some weight that 
summer and was about 127 
pounds when I tried out for 
the Bostoh College freshman 
football team. During my best 
rugby years I weighed about 
145. I’m now a little over- 
weight at 170 pounds.” 

Overweight? Try telling that 
to a rugby player decades 
younger than Meads when this 
‘little’ man drives that player 
to the ground. 


Back playing rugby 
after hip surgery 

“It’s been eight weeks since 
the hip was replaced,” said 
Meads after his recent sur- 
gery. “I was out of the hospital 
a day and a half after the 
replacement and was walking 
without crutches two weeks 
later, and was able to run as a 
sideline judge in rugby, 
although my running was 
somewhat limited. I feel like a 
laggard, since my _ brother 
Robin was out and active the 
day after his hip replacement. 
The unfortunate thing about 
having this procedure is that I 
need to avoid having contact 
from the side, since that could 
shatter my femur and leave 
me in a wheelchair for the 
rest of my life. I was really 
looking forward to playing 
rugby about 18 months after 
the surgery, so I could keep 
whomping away on kids in 
their 20’s while I’m in my 70’s. 
But I can’t complain. A year 
ago last November, my local 
rugby club went down to 
Huntington Beach to play in a 
social division. An organizing 
error had us playing in the 
Gold Division against some of 
Southern California’s best 
clubs. So at 67 I was playing 
Division I rugby again. At this 
point I considered myself to be 
retired from active play. 
Depending on how things go, I 
might be tempted to give it 
another go.” 

Let’s fast-forward to an 
email from Meads that I 
received on September. 30 of 
this year. I can’t say that I was 
the least bit surprised by the 
details. The bulldog mentality 
that dominates Meads’ per- 
sonality was back and chomp- 
ing at the bit, ready to regain 
that competitive edge. 


“Just for your information 
Rick, I’m back playing rugby. 
I played my first real game 
since my hip replacement. We 
have a United States Army 
orthopedic surgeon on the 
team, and he thinks that I’m 
completely nuts. But I 
couldn’t stand being on the 
sidelines anymore. I went out 
and played against the over 
40’s team. I definitely need to 
get back into shape.” 

Meads’ inspirational story takes shape 

“’'m_ currently living in 
Kirkland, a suburb of Seattle, 
with Linda, my partner and 
friend for over 20 years. I 
spent quite some time living 
in Portland, Oregon and 
Ottawa, Ontario. I managed to 
graduate from MIT after leav- 
ing Boston College many 
years ago. The BC administra- 
tion and I had a bit of a dis- 
agreement regarding how the 
school should be run, and one 
of us had to go. As luck would 
have it, I got the short straw 
and began casting about for 
other things to do. A friend 
suggested that I apply to MIT, 
and I figured that would be a 
good ruse to let me parents 
down easily. So I applied and 
began to come up with a plan 
to travel across the United 
States, Europe and South 
America- and God only knows 
where else. Then MIT did a 
very stupid thing- they accept- 
ed me- which meant that all of 
my traveling plans went up in 
smoke. That was just one of 
the first unexpected paths my 
life would take. By the time I 
graduated, I was married, 
with a son coming a year 
later. After a couple of jobs 
and the adoption of a second 
son, I took a job in Portland, 
Oregon, where I would spend 
the next 17 years. 

“During my years in Oregon, 
I was primarily working as a 
software engineer and manag- 
er. I managed to get shang- 
haied into various software 
positions for the major profes- 
sional society for computer 
scientists. Soon after moving 
to Oregon, I was co-opted to 
lead a small special interest 
group on computer graphics 
and with a professor at the 
University of Colorado, start- 
ed the SIGGRAPH 
Conference, which today 
attracts thousands of atten- 
dees, with a good contingent 
of Hollywood special effects 
people. I also was appointed 
as the Finance Committee 
Chairman for the Association 
and then was elected to the 
Board of Directors. All of this 
provided me with an opportu- 
nity to meet and become 
friends with many of the peo- 
ple who would go on to make 
major contributions in the 
computer science field over 
the years. Because of this, I 
never made an investment in 
Microsoft because I always 
considered their software to 
be sub-par, and I figured that 
they wouldn’t last. Getting 
rich was never one of my pri- 
orities, and I have always 
excelled at avoiding getting 
rich. . 

“From there, I moved to the 
field of human-computer 
interaction and found myself 
co-chairing a major interna- 
tional conference here in 
Seattle which set a record for 
innovations for fun and profit: 
There is no question that we 
put a scare into a few people 
in the computer association, 
as they perceived me as a wild 
man on the loose, taking too 
many chances.” 


Rugby becomes a 
lifelong passion 

Since they didn’t have a foot- 
ball team at MIT, I began 
playing rugby- which would 
become a lifelong passion for 
me,” notes Meads. “I really 
liked the attitude and charac- 
ter of the game, and I contin- 
ued playing after school with 
the Boston Rugby Club and 
then played with the Portland 
Rugby Club- affectionately 
known as ‘The Pigs’- where I 
picked up the not always flat- 
tering nickname, ‘The Troll’. 
The name comes from my 
habit of going into the middle 
of a pile of players and coming 
out with the ball. I was then 
able to bring it across the goal 
line, coming out of the pack so 
swiftly that no one noticed 
that I had the ball. One of the 
opposing players swore that I 
must have gone underground 
to eventually score, and 
labeled me ‘The Troll’. I have 
even listed myself under that 
name in the phone book so 
that my rugby friends across 
the country could find me. 
After being stuck with that

moniker, I helped to found the 
Jesters RFC, a club which has 
since changed its’ nickname 
to protect the guilty. I also 
began traveling with rugby 
teams around the United 
States, Canada and England. 

“I’m still playing at the age 
of 70. I figure that I have two 
responsibilities when I’m out 
there playing and competing 
against kids in their 20’s. One 
is to help them understand the 
spirit of the game to respect 
the opposition and to make 
sure that the contest always 
remains a hard-hitting game 
between friends. The other 
responsibility would be to 
teach the young players 
respect for their elders. 

“After I had been diagnosed 
with prostate cancer, I was 
well enough after surgery to 
begin playing again. In one of 
my first games back, I was 
put out there as a ‘prop’- 
which is a position in the 
rugby scrum where the oppos- 
ing teams bunch-up and push 
each other about in an 
attempt to heel the ball out to 
your own side of the field. My 
opposition was a young fellow 
about 24-years-old and twice 
my size. Using my years of 
playing experience and a little 
treachery combined with 
some leverage, I was pushing 
this kid all over the field. 
After the game, I felt that it 
was only appropriate that I 
point out to this kid that I was 
in my 60’s- and wearing dia- 
pers after my surgery.” 


Rugby turns into rodeo 


“One of the first things I did 
when I got to Oregon was to 
locate the local rugby club 
and get into playing again. I 
soon became friends with a 
full-blooded Sioux Indian- 
John ‘Dog’ Spence- who also 
played rugby. One week he 
gave me a call and asked if I 
wanted to go to the rodeo that 
weekend. It seemed like a nice 
‘western’ thing to do. When I 
got to the rodeo, my friend 
told me that there would be a 
certain ‘cost’ for my 34 dollar 
ticket. It seemed a bit much 
for the cost of a ticket. It 
turned out that the money was 
a registration fee. My friend 
had entered me in the bull-rid- 
ing competition. I looked at 
him and explained that I knew 
nothing about bull-riding and I 
had hardly ever been on a 
horse. I had no idea of how to 
ride a bull. He told me that it 
was simple all I had to do was 
hang on. Maybe I could do 
that. But how do I get off? My 
friend told me that it was sim- 
ple. You let go. 

“I rode my first bull that day 
and it took a couple of weeks 
to recover from the pain. My 
friend got me a few more 
rodeo appearances after that 
one. Eventually, the computer 
association held a conference 
in Houston and I found out 
that one of the social events 
was a rodeo. I entered, but 
didn’t tell anyone in the asso- 
ciation. The local cowboys 
heard that there was this guy 
from Oregon entered in the 
rodeo and I found out later 
that they thought that I was a 
professional cowboy. While 
I’m getting prepared and 
rosining up the rope, a few of 
the ‘real’ cowboys came over 
to have a chat. They told me 
that I had drawn the meanest 
bull on the.circuit- Black 202. 

“When I raised my hand and 
signaled that I was ready to 
ride, the gate swung open and 
all hell broke loose. The bull 
charged out of the gate so fast 


that I was almost left behind. 
I was barely hanging on when 
the bull decided to take a huge 
leap in the air. When he start- 
ed coming down, I was still on 
my way up. I think that I must 
have flown in the air a good 20 
yards. My only consolation 
was that they ran Black 202 
through the gate again and 
the second rider one of the 
locals- never even cleared the 
gate.” 


Onto other adventures 


“Between raising two boys, 
playing rugby, riding bulls and 
a few other things, life in 
Portland was very interesting 
and I made a few friends 
there. As is the case with 
everything in life, things 
change. After 18 years and 
several jobs later, I received 
an offer from Bell Northern 
Research (Canada’s equiva- 
lent of Bell Labs) to join their 
Corporate Design Group. It 
came at just the right time. 
Both kids had moved out, my 
girlfriend at the time decided 
to call it quits, and the dog 


had died. I took it as a sign, 


that I should consider moving 
on. I had only been in Ottawa 
for one day in my life (for the 
job interview) and it was my 
chance to energize my life. 

“Getting off the plane and 
collecting my luggage, I heard 
this voice boom out ‘Hey 
Meads!’ It was a Canadian 
computer scientist I knew 
from years back. It turned out 
that he was working for 
Canada’s National Research 
Labs and knew some of the 
people I would be working 
with. I guess that you can run 
but you can’t hide. But seri- 
ously, the stay in Canada 
turned out to be some of the 
best years of my life. I quickly 
located one of the local rugby 
clubs- actually, it turned out 
that I was running into some 
guys who played with the 
Bytown Blues Club every time 
I turned around. I wasn’t too 
sure how they would accept an 
undersized American for their 
club, but I did manage to 
make sure they knew I was 
certifiably stupid when during 
an indoor winter practice in 
December I ran point-blank 
into s spiral staircase while 
trying to keep the ball away 
from another player. The slice 
in my skull was good for about 
15 stitches. 

“Again, all good things must 
come to an end and I began 
thinking about a return to the 
States. I had started dating 
Linda- who lived in New York 
City- and.the writing was on 
the wall that Bell Northern 
Research was going the Way 
of Bell Labs, so I began look- 
ing for another job- preferably 
one in the Pacific Northwest. I 
lucked-out and got a position 
with a software subsidiary of 
Halliburton Corporation that 
was developing software for 
geophysical exploration. When 
they interviewed me, they told 
me that the job would be in 
either Seattle or Houston and 
I told them that I didn’t want 
the job if it was in Houston. 

“About a month later, they 
called me and said that the 
job was in Seattle; so I took it. 
However, six months later, 
they told us that they were 
moving everyone to Houston. 
And I told them- ‘nope, not 
everyone.’ I was able to find 
some part-time contract work 
in human-computer interac- 
tion before I went into my own 
business, starting a consulting 
firm and I talked Linda into 
moving out west with me.

Actually, I kidnapped her cat, 
so she had to move. It’s hard 
to believe that was 16 years 
ago and she’s still talking to 
me. Soon after Linda made 
the move with me she took’ on 
the responsibility of managing 
the administrative side of my 
company. I’m pretty mutch 
retired now, but we still have 
several people working 
through the company of a 
subcontracting basis, so ‘iow 
I’m the principal administra- 
tor and Linda is free to do the 
things that she loves. (Editer’s 
note- one of those ‘loves’ is not 
riding a motorcycle). : 
“Last year I had to do some- 
thing that I’ve been promising 
myself ever since I moved to 
Ottawa. I replaced the motor- 
cycle I left behind in Portland 
when I moved to Ottawa,- and 
I’m now riding around on a 
bike that has enough power to 
scare the hell out of me. Lida 
refuses to get on it, even when 
it’s parked in the garage, so 
my riding is just solo trips to 
wherever. The secret to riding 
it is to avoid becoming one 
with the road.” “ia

It has been 50 years since 
Meads roamed the halls ofthis 
beloved _ Wilmington High 
School, so it was fitting .that 
many of his classmates 
arrived back in time to enjoy a 
tour of the old building about 
two years before plans were 
finalized for the new WHS. 
Meads never hesitated when it 
came to make the long jour- 
ney back to attend his the 
reunion of the Class of 1961 at 
the Holiday Inn in Tewksbury. 
Not only was it a night’ to 
remember, but for Meads’ and 
Linda it was a pleasurev ue 
well worth taking. 

“The trip was the fifth. that 
we had taken across the coun- 
try. On the way we travelled 
up to Glacier National Park 
and then across Montana, 
then down I-94 to the Theodore 
Roosevelt National Park, 
where there were lots of buffa- 
lo. We drove through the night 
cross North Dakota because 
there were no rooms Since 
many people had to be reloéat- 
ed due to flooding. We were 
able to catch a nice sunrise 
before we took a break from . 
the ride. I visited my brother’s 
family in Minneapolis before 
north into 
Wisconsin on the way to ‘the 
upper Michigan peninsula. 
From there, it was basically 
driving on until we got, to 
Linda’s mother’s place , in 
Oneonta, New York. We stayed 
there for a few days béfore 
driving straight to Tewksbury 
for the reunion.

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Class of 1961 was the favorite 
of the school’s legendary 
math teacher and track 
coach Frank Kelley. There 
could have been an entire 
chapter in Kelley’s life story 
devoted to this class and 
what he found so special 
about the boys and girls, 
most of whom grew up to be 
some of the best that aca- 
demics has to offer. For 
Kelley, this group of stu- 
dents took to his ‘prove your 
answers’ mantra like ducks 
to water and ran with it 
right to successful careers 
across the country. 

Kelley always mentions 
Meads when it comes time 
to talk about the best-and- 
the-brightest that 
Wilmington High School had 
to offer. Meads admits that 
his classmates had some 
lofty goals, but says that 
they were not unique. Like 
everything else in Meads’ 
discussion, he begs to differ 
when it comes to calling this 
class different than all the 
others. To Meads, what was 
unique about the Class of 
1961 should be commonplace 
in most high schools. On 
that night in Tewksbury, the 
room was filled with special 
people, and even Meads had 
to admit that yes, there was 
something about that group 
that resonated not only with 
Mr. Kelley, but with the 
entire WHS administration 
down through the years. 

“The Class of 1961 was 
unique just like every high 
school class,” said Meads. 
“We seemed to have a good 
number of members who 
were college-orientated and 
would probably have had 
even more if we didn’t grow 
up in the 50’s, when the roles 
for women and men were 
strongly categorized as to 
what careers they should 
train for and what their 
futures should be. 

“Probably the thing that 
most defined our class and 
what had a major impact on 
all of us was when Robert 
Saba was removed as one of 
our class advisors. Mr. Saba 
was known for organizing 
and promoting major school 
events such as the United 
Nations Day and was 
respected by most of the stu- 
dents. The general consen- 
sus was that he was removed 
due to faulty politics. When 
this happened, the class had 
an impromptu meeting dur- 
ing lunch in the cafeteria. 
Paul Lynch took the floor 
and gave a speech that 
prompted the class to organ- 
ize a school-day boycott. It 
was decided that the entire 
class would skip school that 
day. 

“It didn’t take long for the 
administration to hear about 
this, and in short order the 
class officers (myself, 
George Szadis, Diane 
Imbimbo and_ Barbara 
Lynch) were asked to attend 
a meeting in the principal’s 
office. This meeting was at 
the start of the 1961 school 
year, which meant that we 
were just starting to put the 
class yearbook together and 
to organize the senior prom. 
Mr. Kelley was appointed as 
our only class advisor and 
he helped us to focus on the 
yearbook. I was pretty much 
given carte blanche to 
organize the prom. This 
turned out to be relatively 
easy, since many groups in 
the class volunteered to take 
on the many responsibilities 
to make the prom happen. 
This incident and the strong 
follow-up actions by class 
members catalyzed us into 
being an integral group. We 
didn’t have many divisions 
or clichés in our class. We’ve 
since had reunions every 
five years, and those same 
students have always 
stepped forward. Our class 
members attending these 
reunions tend to have a sig- 
nificantly higher turnout, 
with people returning from 
everywhere across the coun- 
try. 

“The most recent reunion 
saw a good number of us 
checking in to the hotel on 
Thursday in what turned 
into a three day event. Jack 
Cushing, one of our class 
members, organized the tour 
of the high school to see the 
changes that were made 
over the years before con- 


struction began on the new 
high school.” 

Wilmington High School’s 
Class of 1961 is blessed to 
have graduates like Meads, 
who goes out of his way to 
stay in touch with his class- 
mates, and they in turn 
reach out to him, following 
his travels and his life’s 
journey. A part of that jour- 
ney includes Meads’ battle 
with cancer, which he han- 
dled with the same under- 
stated grace and the won- 
derful humility that marks 
the lives of many cancer 
survivors. 


Long Life ahead 


“There isn’t much to tell,” 
Meads says of his diagnosis 
of prostate cancer several 
years ago. “When my tests 
from my annual exam came 
back with a high PSA (the 
test that measures this par- 
ticular cancer), I was 
referred to a specialist. That 
specialist turned out to be a 
former rugby player from 
England, so we always have 
a bit to talk about when we 
get together.” 

“They did a few more tests 
and confirmed the detection 
of my prostate cancer. It was 
in the early stages, and I 
was informed that I had two 
basic choices; remove it now 
or wait and see if it devel- 
oped into something more 
serious- which wasn’t likely 
to happen for a dozen or so 
more years. In thinking it 
over, what came to mind was 
that, given my inclination to 
do stupid things, it was 
unlikely that I would last 
another decade. On the 
other hand, several relatives 
on both sides of my family 
lived into their 100’s, with an 
aunt who passed away earli- 
er this year at the tender 
age of 110. I managed to luck 
out on several occasions 
when I was inches away 
from becoming a fatality. 
That made my decision fair- 
ly straightforward- get the 
prostatectomy and get on 
with living.” 


Plenty of inspiration 

Meads’ life is inspiring to 
others because he has never 
shied away from learning 
about life one interesting 
step at a time. His desire to 
keep learning along the way 
has made him an interesting 
partner both in the work- 
place and on the playing 
field. Meads is tough, smart 
and not afraid to ruffle a 
feather or two to make a 


point. 
“You learn something from 
just about everyone. 


Probably the earliest les- 
sons came from the neigh- 
borhood kids in the Roxbury 
housing development I lived 
in before moving to 
Wilmington. Having play- 
mates from lower income 
families helped me to appre- 
ciate the value in each indi- 
vidual regardless of their 
status and origins. 

“I credit Sister Mary 
Augustus, who was my third 
grade teacher in Boston, for 
giving me the desire to read 
and learn. I don’t know 
much about her other than 
she taught our class the pho- 
netic system of reading and 
encouraged us to read every- 
thing and not to worry 
whether a book was difficult 
or not. By the time I was in 
the sixth grade I was read- 
ing Shakespeare for my own 
enjoyment. 

“Joe Boudreau and I were 
close friends until he died 
from brain cancer in 1997. 
Joe was a hard worker and 
about as honest as you can 
get. Having a reliable friend 
like Joe made me appreciate 
the value of friendships and 
the importance of being a 
good friend myself. Alan 
Ford was another friend who 
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was an intellectual competi- 
tor, encouraging me to think 
outside the box. Then there 
was Paul Lynch, who was-a 
popular guy who was 
involved in a car accident 
during our senior year at 
Wilmington. After the acci- 
dent his cognitive abilities 
were seriously impaired, 
and that made him want to 
work harder at things. Paul 
showed me that despite the 
accident he could still be one 
of the school’s leaders. 

“Of course there was Mr. 
Kelley. I learned much more 
than math from Mr. Kelley. I 
was good at math and could 
easily do many of the alge- 
bra test problems in. my 
head. Mr. Kelley’s dictum 
was, ‘if you do it in your 
head, be prepared to leave 
your head with the test 
paper’ It took a while, but 
that taught me that just hav- 
ing the right answer was not 
enough. You had to be able 
to explain how you came ‘to 
your conclusions so that oth- 
ers could understand them. 
Probably the most impor- 
tant thing that I learned 
from Mr. Kelley was the 
need to be firm in doing 
what was right and fair- and 
that you could be human and 
warm at the same time. ©, 

“T particularly appreciated 
his coaching of the track 
team. He was a strong adyo- 
cate of always doing your 
best and that if you did that, 
winning was not important- 
it was nice- but not impor- 
tant. This is an attitude that 
I’ve maintained throughout 
my rugby career, and I try-to 
teach that to younger play- 
ers. The way I put it is that 
it’s better to play well and 
lose to a better team than it 
is to play poorly and win 
against a weaker team. The 
sport of rugby has been an 
inspiration. The traditional 
announcement by the refer- 
ee to signal the end of a 
rugby game is a long whistle 
followed by the statement- 
‘NO SIDES’- indicating that 
we are all rugby players and 
the competition between the 
teams ends when the game 
is over. It’s the reason why I 
came to love the game of 
rugby so much. * 

“A fine example of the 
rugby spirit occurred a few 
years back when the 
Langley Rugby Club came 
down to Portland for a game 
against us. They drove down 
late on Friday night for a 
game on Saturday. One of 
the Langley players was 
involved in a minor car acci- 
dent when he_ got to 
Portland, but it was serious 
enough to put his vehicle out 
of commission. I was the 
only Portland player that he 
knew, so I got the call and 
took him back to my house 
for the rest of the night. 
During the game, one of the 
Langley players kicked the 
ball high and then came run- 
ning downfield after it. He 
ran into me hard, hitting me 
right in the gut. It totally 
knocked the wind out of me, 
and as I was laying on the 
ground gasping for breath 
and hurting like hell, he got 
up and told me ‘by the way, 
thanks for helping my broth- 
er out last night’ That was 
the pure rugby attitude. 

“I guess my story wouldn’t 
be complete without men- 
tioning the number of stupid 
things that I’ve done over 
the years like bull riding and 
sky diving and streaking-on 
my bike at well over 60 milés 
per hour. Some people would 
view all of this as very dan- 
gerous and distinctly uncon- 
ventional. I guess that Pm 
sort of a free and different 
thinker with a strong social 
conscience. Regardless, I 
having a lot of fun overall 
and avoided jail, as well-as 
tar and feathers.” fe:

Arkalis ran for 
262 yards and five touch- 
downs the first time these 
two teams met, but that was 
his final game of the season, 
as he suffered a torn ACL 
during the next week of prac- 
tice 

Rebidue’s last game of the 
season came the following 
week against Greater 
Lawrence when he suffered a 
broken collarbone after 
throwing two touchdowns 
earlier in the game. 

But the Rams have had 
some players step up in their

They have won the last 
three meetings and five of 
the last six. And entering 
Thursday’s 80th annual 
Thanksgiving Game match- 
up, Tewksbury will be the 
heavy odds-on favorite to 
make it four in a row. After 
all the Redmen team are 
trying to do something that 
no other Tewksbury team 
has done since 1985, that is 
finish the season perfect, 
while also trying to capture 
the team’s first Super Bowl 
title since the 1996 season. 

Standing in their way is a 
three-win Wilmington team. 
The Wildcats started off 
slow this season, before 
really coming on strong in 
the middle of the season, 
improving  week-to-week 
and playing strong teams 
very tough until the very 
end. But over the last few 
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weeks the team has really 
struggled, losing all three 
games in the new playoff

Tewksbury is the odds-on 
favorites not just because of 
the records, going to the 
Bowl and the fact that 
Wilmington is struggling, 
but. for two other glaring 
reasons: its offensive run- 
ning attack and its impres- 
sive run defense. 

This season Tewksbury 
has outscored its opponents 
385-170, averaging 35 points 
a game. The Redmen are 
also averaging 248 yards per 
game on the ground, while 
giving up just 79 per game. 

All of that is said because 
Wilmington is primarily a 
running team. 

“Yeah we know they are a 
good running team, but they 
can also throw the ball,” 
said Redmen coach Brian 
Aylward, who is 9-7 in this 
series as a head coach. “And 
they do a good job of pro- 
tecting (quarterback James 
O’Regan when he throws) 
so we have our work cut out 
for us.”
